As I turned back I saw another employee Ko'ena standing by the 
front ef the tijild'ng facing F.lta Street. I stopped and tslked with Avery 
Tavls another ecployee. I saw two Bien in street clothes, one was gesturing

later nsw Jaok Ruty on TV «n<i thcught it vas the saice pan. Ko one had 
sxirrounded the bulldi'-g at that tloe. I vent tack into the tullding and to 
the passenjer elevator, tot the pover was cff. I went to the >acV to th« 
freipht elevator. There was two plainclothes inen on it. Hovever, the 
power on It also v»s tarned off. I walked \tr, the stairs to the fourtfc 
floor to ny office, Ve were later told to leave.
